A Canton despatch states that the Wuchow 
(Kuongsi) authorities are in great auxioty at 
present owing to the manifest discontent of 
some 18,000 troops quartered in Chingyuen and 
Linchon profectaras, caused through the non- 
payment of their wages. It appears that owing 
to. the absence of funds with the provincial 
authorities at Kueilin, the troops mentioned 
abivo have: not been paid for the last two 
months, thatis to.say,, the Government owes 
them $I6-each; nor has warm clothing beer 


cold weather. . On the 26th ultimo the disoon- 
tent of the troops culminated to the point of 
open rebellion, which so scared the authorities 
of the cities in the vicinity of the encampments 
that they promised the aoldiers to raise funds 
to pay them if the previnoial authorities failet 
to do so by a cortain dato. “When the day came 
with no money coming: from Kueilin, the 
trembling snendarins hastily scraped togethor 
as much as they could to quiet the discontent, 
‘put so poor was tho state of their finances that: 
they could just collect enough to dole out only 
fifteen conta to osoh ‘soldier, with a promise of 
supplyiig them with moro in a fow days as well 
as-warm clothing specially sent for, from Canton. 

Tho above is n fair specimen of the im- 
povorished condition of Kuangsi and the frail 
Yold the officials have ovor their soldiers.
